An E.M.S. Contract

Medica! Calling Up 


Sir,—In 1935 I joined the Territorial Army and in August, 
1939, I was called up. Since the war started I have read with 
many misgivings of the difficulties of getting doctors to join 
up. This has apparently not been among the older men, 
many of whom I met called up with me, but among the 
younger ones, and especially among those who were beginning 
to follow the course that I took myself and take specialist 
Gualifications. When the war came I shut the door of my 
consulting-room and “toed the line,” and left what looked 
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like a promising practice. Now when I lie perspiring on my 
camp bed I suffer from rather nasty qualms, for I see in the 
future that welcome that awaited so many of the volunteers 
of the last war when they returned—namely. the fate of 
finding that all | have worked for has been gradually taken 
away by these rather unpleasant young persons whose financial 
acumen is more pronounced than their willingness to help the 
country. 

Rightly or wrongly, | have the impression, shared by others, 
that if and when these young men are persuaded to take part 
it will only be “in view of.” We also have the impression 
that the first people to be demobilized will not be those volun- 
teers and Territorials who went willingly and at once but 
those who were persuaded by the offers made them. Now 
do not be misled by the fact that people joined the Territorial 
Army into thinking that they did so because they wished to 
be a sort of soldier; we joined up because we thought that 
men were needed, that a lead was needed from what were 
the leading classes, and also because to us our families were 
worth fighting for. And I have no hesitation in saying that 
we all would do it again.—Il am, etc.,
